Ireland’s i\ew Chief Secretary 
Stabbed to Death. 


I His Under-Secretary Murdered 
at the Same Time. 


While Walking in P ta ix Park, Dublin, 


They are Waylaid by Four Men, 


Two of Whom Assail the Pedestrians and 
Cut Them Down Without Warning. 


The Lord Lieutenant a Witness of 


the Deed. 


A Graphic Description of the 
Terrible Affair. 


N ew York, May 7.—The Herald this morn­ 
ing publishes the following special cable: 
D ublin, May G.—A terrible tragedy oc­ 
curred 
here 
tonight. 
Lord 
Frederick 
Cavendish, the 
new 
ch'ef seeretarv, and 
Mr. Thomas Henrv Burke,'he undersecretary, 
wore assassinated iii Phoenix park. 
About 
7 .3 0 o’clock they left the under-secretary’s 
lodge to walk over to the chief secretary's 
residence to dinner. 
When within IOO yards 
of the Phcenix monument 
they 
were at­ 
tacked by four men, wearing, slouched hatg. 
It 
is 
supposed 
that 
Mr. 
Burke 
was 
'first assailed and statued through the heart. 
ijLiortl Frederick Cavendish attempted to defend 
Bim, but he too was stabbed bv the assassins. 
They repeatedly plunged their knives into the 
breasts of their victims, and having cut their 
throats they got on a car and drove rapidly 
from the park by the Chapelisod gate. 
A few 
minutes afterwards a man walking along the 
park road found the bodies covered with blood, 
and at once informed the police, who had 
them 
removed to the Stephen’* Hospital. 
A slight examination 
was 
made, 
and 
it 
was found that Lord Frederick Cavendish’s 
arni was also broken. 
The news rapidly 
spread, and created the wildest 
excitem ent 
and 
consternation 
in 
the 
city. 
Lord 
Spencer aud 
the 
vice-regal 
party 
were 
just 
going 
down 
to 
dinner 
at 
tho 
lodge when the news was sent to them. 
Some 
members of the household were at the opera 
at the Gaiety Theatre, and were sent for. 
W hen the cause of their departure was known 
the excitement was intense, and a proposal 
was made to stop the performance, which was 
ultim ately cut short. 
Lord Frederick Cavendish only arrived in 
Dublin 
this 
afternoon, 
along 
with 
Earl 
Spencer, the new lord-lieutenaut. 
H e was 
present at the installation ceremony in Dublin 
castle, and left there with Mr. Burke, bis 
fellow-victim , early in the evening. 
It is 
stated that some lads riding bicycles in the 
park saw the attack and the murders, which 
were the work of less than a minute. 
Mony 
people were 
within a few hundred yards 
of the scene of the assassination, but no 
one appears to have been near enough to in­ 
terfere. 
W hen tho bodies were first found, 
Lord Frederick Cavendish’s lips were m ov­ 
ing, as if he were trying to speak, but he 
showed no further signs of consciousness,

are 
attributed 
to the Fenians, 
all hough 
this 
must 
he 
pure 
conjecture. 
The assassins were seen entering the park on 
a car and driving rapidly along tho main road, 
and, from all accounts, thev must have en­ 
countered their victim s as thev were crossing 
the road. 
Bobbery could not have been their 
object, aa nothing on the bodies was touched.

N ew York, May 8 .—The N ew York Herald 
has the following cable despatches from Dub­ 
lin: 


DURLIN, May 7 .—The crime of last night is 
the most daring 
assassination 
of 
modern 
times in tho United Kingdom. 
W hen the 
astounding news flew through tim city, peoplo 
shrank with horror, and refused to believe that 
in broad daylight, within sight of the vice-regai 
lodge and a short distance from the official 
residence 
of 
boti) 
gentlemen, 
the 
chief 
secretary and his under seeretarv had been 
foully assassinated. The day had been marked 
by a most cordial greeting of Earl Spencer, 
and tie people were congratulating each other 
that a brighter dav had dawned for Ireland. 
Frederick Cavendish is dead. 
Ar 12 o’clock 
he rode through the streets of Dublin in the 
train of the lord lieutenant, amid the e n t h u s i ­ 
astic shouts and cheers of thousands of specta­ 
tors. 
A t I o’clock ho stood in the council 
chamber 
of 
Dublin 
castle, 
repeating 
slowly and solemnly after the 
clerk the 
words of the official oath. 
He kissed the Tes­ 
tament and 
signed 
the 
register. 
Under­ 
secretary Burke was there in court costume, 
mid his duty was to read the Queen’s letter 
directing the sword of state to he handed to 
secretary wont to his apartment and remained 
Earl Spencer. 
After the ceremony, the chief 
ti,ere till 6 o’clock. 
He then left the castle 
and^ proceeded on foot to the chief secre­ 
tary’s lodge in the park. 
He knew the wav 
well, for he had been there often 
when 
his brother, 
Hie 
Marquis 
of 
Hartington, 
was chief secretary. 
FLilf an 
hour later 
Mr. Burke left the castle and overtook Lord 
Frederick at the park gate. 
He got off the 
car and both walked along the main road 
through the park. 
It is presumed that Lord 
Frederick wished to inspect his quarters liefore 
dining with Earl Spencer at the vice-regal 
lodge. 
Tho lord lieutenant had only a few 
minutes previously ridden out to the lodge 
with his attendants and was walking in tile 
garden when he observed a scuffle going on 
three hundred yards distant on the park road. 
He thought

hut gave directions that a policeman should 
be sent to see what w"8 the matter. 
Little did 
he think that his two intimate friends and 
chief advisers were being butchered before Jus 
face. 
A common hack car drove up; four 
rough-looking fellows jumped off, the driver

his seat. 
The 
assassins 
rushed 
on 
their victims 
with 
dag­ 
gers, 
and 
in 
a 
couple 
of 
s econds 
the awful crime was complete. 
A 
most 
minute examination of the bodies showed rhat 
Lord Frederick was stabbed through the right 
lung, with a neon wound in the neck and an­ 
other in the side. 
H is right arm was broken 
and the flesh was much lacerated. 
It is evi­ 
dent that his lordship must have put out his 
arni to ward off the blows and received several 
stabs in ra: id succession. 
H'S coat was much 
torn and blood was oozing in large quantities 
from his 
mouth 
nod nostrils. 
Mr. Burke’s 
body was fearfully mutilated. 
H is throat was 
Cut 
right 
across, the windpipe protruding; 
there was a wound in his breast, going through 
the base of the heart, and a third about two 
inches long on the left side of his neck. under 


the ear. 
The theories of the murder are num­ 
erous, bur very conflicting. 
The report is 
current 
that 
during

dav the police 
were watching a car driving through the city 
with the number painted out and four sus­ 
picious looking men in it. 
Some of the direc­ 
tives have a theory that the murderers came 
over fr< rn England and that Lord Frederick 
was deliberately the object of their attack. 
Another theory is that Mr. Burke, who was 
the chief instigator of Mr. Forster’s policy and 
very obnoxious to the Nationalists, was the 
primary victim. 
A ll theories agree that Lord 
Frederick lost his life in

It is remarkable that Lord Frederick was 
very unw illing to come to Ireland with Earl 
Spencer. 
He wished to remain in London for 
sonic davs longer, hut was urged to come at 
once to Ireland, whore a great mass of official 
work 
was 
awaiting 
him.

found. 
The police are completely at fault. 
They have not even a good theory as to the 
object of the crime. 
A gentleman who w.<s 
present states that yesterday afternoon, when 
the vice-regal procession arrived at the castle 
yard, a man went forward to F.ord Frederick 
Cavendish's carriage and asked if rite chief 
secretary was there. 
His lordship raised his 
hat and said: 


•‘I am Lord F rederick Cavendish.*’ 
The man did not reply, hut sim ply looked 
earnestly at the chief secretary a n i tbeu 
walked off into the crowd.

D ublin, May 7—5 p. rn.—A personal state­ 
ment has been volunteered to the Herald cor­ 
respondent by one of the men who were on tile 
bicycles. 
He was the first to see the bodies 
after the assassination. 
His name is Foley. 
He stated that with #is 
companion, Mr.

arm, apparently talking very pleasantly.

passed the remark that Maguire’s machine

passed them and rode on to the Phcenix 
monument. 
I did not ride quite up to it hut 
Maguire went up on tile right side and I wont 
around it. 
I was tired and sat on my machine 
looking about me. 
I beard the noise of a car 
and thought it must ho a jarvev w ho was coin­ 
ing. 
Looking around T saw that the car was 
going on by the road to the left leading to the 
Chapel isod gate. 
It was a red panel car, and 
on it were some people.

W hen just opposite the vioe-regal lodge we 
observed a man lying in the road, on the right 
side, and a man on tile footway about six or 
eight yards from us, Iring on his back.

T h e Font M o rte m E xam ination. 


D u b l i n . May 7—IO p. rn.—No arrests were 
made up to 9 o’clock tonight. 
The executive 
have not as yet decided what action to take. 
Telegrams are arriving from all parts of Ireland 
denouncing the crime in terms of the strongest 
indignation, and calling upon tlie government 
to use every effort to trace the assassins. 
At 
Lismore Castle, the Irish goat of the Duke 
of Devonshire, where Lord Frederick was 
well knowu 
and 
universally beloved, the 
utmost 
horror 
prevails. 
A t the Catholic 
chapel there, the Rev. Monsignor Byrne, who 
was visibly affected, said that he “saw nothing 
in the future of Ireland but black despair. 
The cruel assassinations had thrown the coun­ 
try back centuries.” 
The post-mortem examination of the bodies, 
at the chief secretary’s lodge, showed elf ven 
wounds on Mr 
Burke arid eight on Lord 
Frederick Cavendish. The chief wound on the 
former was inflicted from behind, penetrating 
the heart: and on the latter the chief wound 
was 
also 
inflicted frdm 
behind, 
severing 
an important artery. 
One wound in Lord 
Cavendish's left fore arui had severed the 
muscles and fractured the hone, as if inflicted 
with a hatchet or sword. 
The body of Burke 
presented the appearance of that of a stal­ 
wart man for his age, 6 0 years. 
H is face 
was drawn a good deal. 
Lord Frederick Cav­ 
endish was npna>entlv a man of slight build, 
v, ith a narrow chest 
Mr. Burke’s hodv pre­ 
sented, as a doctor stated who saw both bodies. 
very much the same appearance as that of 
Lord Leitrim’s.

T n t O A R DEX. 


D andelion.— Tenn»r»i»nt.ln* f r o * H o t Hed. 
— W h ile G r a b . In N|m whi>rrr tied.. 
T h e dandelion is every year becoming more 
and more popular for early gr 'em, and so im­ 
patient are the public for its wholesome aud 
agreeable bitterness that they cannot wait for 
its growth in the open atr. but eagerly buy all 
the forced greou* that are offered by the gar­ 
deners at about 81 n o ter bushel in March 
and early in April. 
'Hie seed is sown at any 
lime iu spring when the ground can be made 
ready, but in general it will be found more 
sure to germinate early in the season than late, 
and, whenever sown, care must be used to have 
the Burlace thoroughly floe. for the seed is 
small and delicate aud will not come w ell upon 
land that is rough aud I tunny. 
The manure 
also should obiter he ploughed tinder in tho 
fall, cr. if applied in spring, made thoroughly 
fine and veil covered will) loam. 
The seed 
should be very lightly covered indeed, ai d the 
roller passed ov. r i be row* atter sow iug so :.s 
to pack the surface and ensure sprouting. The 
seed is rather slow in germinating, requiring 
ten or fifteen days usually to come up, aud for 
this reason it should not be sown upon land 
that has seeds of foul weeds in it, otherwise 
the dandelions will stand a small chance of 
living among the weeds. After the dandelions 
are well up, thev should be thinned out so as 
to stand two or three inches apart in the rows, 
aud will grow rapidly, so as soon to cover the 
ground with their rank leaves. 
The roots, af­ 
ter cutting the greens in spring, ate ploughed 
under aud not kept for another year’s cilium:, 
for 
TH EY W OULD ONLY Y IELD AN IN F E R IO R CROP, 
mach more dirticult to till and clean for m ar­ 
ket than those raised from seed. 
Tile roots, 
a t ’.er cuttings, are often used by the farmer s 
wife to make “ root beer,” but the “herb doc­ 
tors” demand the roots to be dug hetore the 
spring greens ar ■ cut, for making their medi­ 
cines. 
The cutting of cultivated dandelions is 
done with a shorn hoe; they are trimmed by 
boys, who usually do it at about five cents per 
bushel; thev are th rn washed in a large tub 
and drained on boards l»efore sending to mar­ 
ket. 
Those first cut from the field before they 
are large sell al about §1 per bush'd; as they 
begin to grow the price rapidly (falls to about 
tweutv-five ceuts or even fifteen cents tier 
bushel, at which pric-s immense quantities are 
used. 
They are very productive; when well 
grown, dandelions will yield a good many 
bu?hels to the square rod—ten to twenty is not 
unusual. 
They a !e forced bv placing glass 
over the bed in February, using mats and 
shutters at night. 
They require about eight 
weeks to grow under glass; iaier in the season 
they do not require so long a time, so that the 
glass is sometimes used to force two succes­ 
sive beds, and tLeu mod for cucumbers after­ 
wards. 


T ransplanting from li n t Heils. 
Cabbage and lettuce plants should be set out 
in the upon field about April 2 0 tp May I ; if 
proper care has been used to air them freely, 
aud to remove the glass entirely in flue 
weather, the plants will now be stocky and in 
fine order; about three or four days before 
they are taken up they should receive ath or- 
ougn soaking every day, not a sprinkling, but 
a good soaking, that w ill wet the earth as 
deeply as the roots go; this will stimulate a 
fresh growth of young roots, and tne plants, 
when removed to Hie field, will scarcely wilt 
at all, but will grow without check. 
To grow 
good, stocky plants of any kind under glass 
requires considerable skill 
aud experience. 
They are very apt to become too tender, and 
when set out such plauu wilt badly, aud do uot 
recover their vigor lur at least a week. 
Tho 
bed should tie rather dry but very fine, aud as 
much air should be giveu as can be done with­ 
out check}) gthegrow thentirely; this makes a 
tough, stocky plant that will endure removal 
if well watered previously as above advised. 
Uncovering of 
strawberry beds 
is 
done 
about tins time, as snou as the frosts are over. 
There is nothing gained by uncovering them 


d o early. 
Tomato and pepper plants should 
not go into the open field before Mat 20 to 25, 
UHle-s one can afford to risk losing them on a 
frosty night. 
Cucumbets and melons, being 
more tender, should not be sot out till atter 
.l une I to 5, und last year they were killed by 
a storm on the lOih. 
Summer squashes are 
more hardy, and are transplanted about May 
15. 
Sweet corn ou dry, s mdv laud, for very 
early crop. Is often put in before May I, but it 
is tit the risk of losing the seed and labor, a 
risk that is sometimes rewarded by a lucky hit 
when the weather laver- it. 
A succe.-sion of 
corn, planted every ten or fifteen days, will 
keep the f tinily supplied; aud the same will 
apply rn lettuce, a vegetable that. is very rap­ 
idly gaining in popularity, as it richly de­ 
serves. 
Thole is no kiud better than the 
black-seeded tennis bull for summer growth, 
but it demands rich. rn cst soil or waterlog in 
bot weather.—[W. D. Pbilbrick, in New E n g ­ 
land F anner. 


AV title G ru b . in S tra w b e rry Heil*. 
The white grab, the larva of the May beetle, 
is becoming one of the greatest insect pests the 
straw berry grower has to contend with. 
The 
grub works under ground, entirely out of 
sight, and is seldom discovered till the plant 
he has w orked upon is des'roved. 
Some have 
recommended applications ol salt. at the rate 
of a few barrels por acre, hut we have little 
faith in salt as a destroyer of insects that live 
beneath the soil. 
A quantity sufficient to de­ 
stroy insects would probably destroy vegeta­ 
tion also. Searching for the grubs and digging 
them out is the only sure preventive. 
If a 
plantation be closely watched, and all wilting 
plants 
examined 
as 
soon 
as 
there 
is 
the 
first 
appearance 
of 
wilting, 
and 
the grubs found and destroyed, there will be 
pome chance of saving the m ala plantation. 
As soon as a plant is known to be affected by 
the grub the soil should be dug away trom 
tho plant, the grub found end killed, and 
then a rich compost applied that will encour­ 
age the pushing of new roots. 
A compost 
made up large.y of soot or wood ashes, with 
plenty of 
pulverized hen 
manure 
ami a 
little sulphur, is highly recommended by some 
gardeners who have tried it for strawberries 
that have had their roois partly eaten bs tile 
grubs. 
Some recommend stool or hill culture, 
as m ak in g it easier for one to bapt out aud 
find the grub. 
The grub usually works hut a 
short distance under ground, and is easily 
found bv uup who knows how to hunt. 
Tho 
middle of a w arm, sunny day is a good time 
to look f r the grubs, as the leaves from the 
affected plants will then make 
themselves 
known by their drooping appearance. 


\ o le s . 
The chief drawback to tile culture of cur­ 
rants una gooseberries is “ tho worm” (more 
than one, but essentially the same in effects 
and tm aln.em), that makes holes in ilia leaves 
patly in the season, aud if uot checked will 
soon .-trip i ii a1! the foliage. 
This insect is 
easily managed if taken in time. 
I t is amus­ 
ing to see the remedies given in the English 
paper? aud books, dveu the most recent, ignor­ 
ing the poison, white hellebore, so generally 
Used in this country. 
Powdered white helle­ 
bore (nut black) may be had at most drug 
store-. 
Upon a tablespoonful of this, pour a 
a i int or to ot boiling waler, stirring the two 
well togetler; mix this with a pailful of cold 
r a te r, 
aud on 
the 
filet 
appearance of 
holes in the leaves, apply it freely, using 
a 
garden 
syringe 
or 
iorce 
pump 
if 
at band. 
More than two applications wilt 
rarely be needed, 
is it dangerous? One E ng ­ 
lish work advises the use of lime, “ as uot, 
being dangerous like hellebore.” While white 
hellebore is a powerful im didnt*, we have i 
never heard of any clat gar from its use, aud 
we know of its application by the ue.e with 
those w h o grow trull tor market. 
I t is always 
applied long before the fruit is ripe. and is 
completely washed off by flier bus. 
Bbot Id it 
adhere to the-fruit Sn any den go ions quanti­ 
ties its presence would he untie d. aud the 
berries rejected as Boiled, 
l f used as directed, 
it is uot po.-sible for a sufficient quantity to 
adhere to tie* fruit lo ba eaten unnoticed, and 
thus do injury. 
W e look upon it as perfectly 
S a fe , or we st.ould not advise it. 
The cherry thrives well in any soil w h ic h is 
sufficiently w e ll drained, but will not succeed 
st lo n g time where the subsoil is wet. Although 
ii very perishable fruit, tho period of its use 
in av be prolonged m a u t weeks by a proper se­ 
lect Ion of vanities. 
St a n riaid* are cultivated 
o n Muzztird snick for orchards or lawns, where 
it is desired to combine shade and ornament 
with the production of fruit;' they a r e th e most 
S u ita b le of all fruit treai for thin tatter pur­ 
pose. 
Dwarfs are worked on Mubaleb stock, 
and a r e p r ocularly valuable for gardens a n d

for localities where the Standard tree is liable 
to bursting ot the bark. 
The varieties called 
Hear cherries were formerly recognized bvtheir 
he <n shape, and bv having tender and melting 
flesh, w hile those called Bigarreau* had firm, 
hard flesh, hut there is now no longer any clear 
division between them, as by frequent cross­ 
ing and rccro-'-ing new varieties have been 
produced combining the characteristic* of both 
divisions. 
In a similar maimer the distinction 
which formerly existed between the Dukes and 
the More lion has disappeared. Toe Hearts and 
Bigarreau* are rapid-growing trees, wiih large 
leaves aud 
generally 'upright 
shoots 
and 
branches, and producing sweet 
fruit; 
the 
Dukes and Moreno?, on the contrary, have 
smaller foliage, smaller and morn spreading 
shoots, make less nil id growth, and generally 
have acid fruit. 
The trees of <ho latter class 
are al-o hardier aud less subject to bur-ting of 
the hark than the former; they are p irticularly 
well adapted to glowing as Dwarfs on the 
Mahaleb stock.

C l l . T I V A T E D CROPS. 


P reparation! of the Soli. 
The moment the soil becomes so compact 
th at the air cannot pass freely through it, that 
moment the young plants must besin to suffer 
for the want of lu re air; for plants, like ani­ 
mals, to grow well, m ust be surrounded with 
plenty of fresh air. 
I t is true plants consume 
large quantities of carbonic acid, but it is also 
true that without large quantities of oxygen 
the p lants would die. 
l f we would prepare the 
soil in the best m anner we must riot only sedk 
to increase the am ount of carbonic acid in the 
soil, hut also the am ount of oxygen; (his is 
needed, first, to a**i*t in the consumption of 
the coarse manure, and second, to assist the 
plants to taki* in atoms of both mineral and 
carbonized suits antes. 
When the 
soil is 
thoroughly 
pulvt r.zed 
ar d 
the 
fertili­ 
zers 
are 
evenly 
mixed 
with 
a 
few 
inches of the surface soil, the roots of the 
plants not only 
push 
their way through 
the soil with more ease, hut the avenues 
through which nature carries food to plants 
are more numerous, and more free from ob­ 
structions. 
If there were no other reasons 
why land should be made light and loose by 
mixing the m anure with it, it would well re­ 
play the extra cost, of preparing; but there are 
other aud more im portant reasons why the 
land should he so prepared. 
A loose pulver­ 
ized soil has the power lo draw the moisture 
from below, and thus keep the plants from 
drying up». 
Every time the soil is changed it 
changes the position of the fertiizing materials, 
and tiius causes new chemical combinations, 
an i increase* the available plant food. W hile 
nature, if left to herself to pursue her own 
way, will slowly and surely cover her-elf with 
growing vegetation, the moment m an steps in 
to demaud rapid growoh aud to make frequent 
harvests, 
H E MUST ASSIST H E R 
by the application of the piropsr fertilizers, in 
a manuer to he at once available as plant food, 
or she will refuse to respond to his demand. It 
is about time th at we abandoned the old idea 
that cultivation is solely for the purpose of 
killing the weeds, for w hile it is important that 
weeds should bedestroyed.it is equally Impor­ 
tant that the ground should he kepit loose and 
light. 
The moment, we fully realize this wa 
shall begin to realize the importance of apply­ 
ing the manure where ‘ it will 
not only bo 
thoroughly mixed with the soil a> the time of 
its application, but where it will be disunited 
and brought in contact with Iresh earth and 
air every time Hie crop is cultivated; for if we 
would assist the plants in gathering up car­ 
bonic acid we must bring the d< composing 
elem en t of the fertilizers it: positions where 
they will keep tip a continual combustion, aud 
thus he at all times m anufacturing such quan­ 
tities of carbonic acid as the rapid growth of 
the plants may demand. 
We need also to stir 
the soil frequently to let in the light and heat 
necessary to encourage the moisture to mingle 
with tho pho-phaDs and alkalies, without 
which plants cannot prow. 
The more fully 
we realize Ute importance of preparing the 
soil, by pulverizing it thoroughly and mixing 
the fertilizers even Iv.over the whole ground, to 
the depth of several inches before planting, the 
more fully satisfied shall we be that our pres­ 
ent ploughs are not what is required. 
Land 
that has no sod to turn under and is not stony, 
could he thoroughly pulverized by one opera­ 
tion, if we had an Instrument properly con­ 
structed. 
W hen inventors realize the need of 
such an implement, no doubt they will pro­ 
duce it. 
Already the harrow ha9 been won­ 
derfully improved, hut it is not up to that 
standard required, to do all of the work with­ 
out a plough. The time has come when we must 
avoid as much labor as possible iu the produc­ 
tion of crops, aud vet to in no way neglect 
thorough cultivation or thorough preparation 
of tile soil, In nee the importance of having im­ 
plements that will do as much work as pos­ 
sible at one operation.—[The Ploughman.

In this country, at least in the Northern 
States, clover is the chief renovating crop. 
O.bers are sometimes ploughed under to in­ 
crease fertility; hut they never produce the good 
effect of a well-turned clover lea. Clover, how­ 
ever managed, is helpful 
The farm er who 
sows must clover seed is presumptively a good 
farmer and on the high road to success. 
But 
there are mauy different ways of using clover, 
and some of those are much more advantage­ 
ous than others. 
Much depends on (locality. 
A t a distance from markets some things can 
he done that would he very inadvisable uear a 
large city. 
B ot there are some principles 
everywhere aunlicable and important. 
Clover 
roots are the most im portant part of the plants 
for increasing fertility. 
I do uot underrate 
the value of the growth of clover tops; but 
there are other plums which for bulk aud 
value 
of 
their 
growth 
above 
the sur­ 
face 
are 
equal 
or 
superior 
to 
clover, 
but which, ploughed under, give far less good 
effects. The long roots of clover, striking down 
into the subsoil, bearing down air aint warmth, 
and bnugiug up stores ot mineral fertility, are 
found iu no other available plant. Buckwheat 
and sowed corn are sometimes ploughed under 
as green manure, hut generally with disap­ 
pointing results. 
One reason perhaps is th at 
roots of tbe«e auru ats do uot penetrate the sub­ 
soil. aud this in turn may explain the fact that 
growing corn, even to bo turned under, is not 
properly a recuperative process. 
The growth 
turned under is only w eal tho roots have taken 
from the ordinary surface soil. 
Clover does 
something m o n —how 
much 
more 
is 
as 
yet undetermined. 
A t least the clover roots 
bring up fertility from the deeper subsoil 
which other plants could uot well reach. 
My 
belief is that iii gome ways not well known the 
growth of the tlo*> r, by its deuce shade, ortho 
decomposition of tile elements in the soil de­ 
velops more tenu ity than the plant itself gets 
from any part of the soil. 
No use of clover is 
me hest which fails to secure the largest 
growth of the plant both 
above aud be­ 
low the surface. 
For this reason the old 
practice of ploughing nuder clover when in full 
bloom is objectionable. 
The growth of stem 
aud leaves is then tho largest, bat bv cutting 
it om e aud as close to the ground as can he 
fairly dotio with a common mower a second 
growth is secured, somewhat less, usually, 
than the first crop, but with an enormous in­ 
crease in the growth of roots. 
At the time 
ilia clover is in full bloom the roots have 
scarcely begun their growth. 
Cutting of the 
top in the heat of midsummer scuds the roots 
downward iu search of moisture. 
The plant 
immediately s ads up a new sprout, which, iii 
favorable weather, will soon form a dense m at 
over the surtace. It is from this second growth 
of the medium clover that the seed is obtained, 
though, if increasing fertility he the cli ie r ob­ 
ject tho second crop may he ploughed under 
when in blossom and in time for seeding with 
wheat, 
lf the field is not to be ploughed until 
the follow lug tear. it is better to leave the 
second growth uncut to rot on the ground. The 
parent loss ot feed is more than made good 
the greatly increased fertility.

Often, however, when the stand of clover 
seems very poor af ter harvest, if horses and 
otner stock are kept off, the clover will crow 
so as to astonish everybody. 
The reason is

down so (bat ii could hardly be seen. 
Clover

this last growth is worth more to lie on the field 
as a mulch than for feed. 
lim best use of 
clover requires its growth during two full sea­ 
sons. 
More than this is of no advantage, aud 
the field is in worse rather than Heller con­ 
dition therefor, the clover disappearing, and 
Ju ne grass, Canada t hist lea arid other weeds 
taking its place. 
I have sometimes ploughed 
clover under the second spring, when the field 
was filled with red-root, whose seods would 
in a turn by Hie time the clover was in full 
blossom. 
W ith the early ploughing required 
to head off this weed, the field can be got into 
corn or potatoes, and, if need he. seeded with 
wheat the same fall, and with clover the fol­ 
lowing spring, by which time little red-root 
would be found.

This is the true method, so far as profit is 
concerned. 
I have never known it to fail 
where It was properly done. There is no product 
of the tarm, unless we except corn, where so 
much benefit can be derived from manure as 
in growing grass, and at the same time grow­ 
ing sod, which is tho host of manure. 
I t fills 
the soil with its roo s to the amount of fifty to 
sixty loads per acre of the best of manure, 
having all the elements of fertility, aud well 
distributed through the surface soil. 
This 
makes the very best of corn ground, realizing 
from sixty to eighty bushels per acre, leaving 
the land in the hest condition for a grain crop 
and for seeding down, ensuring a good catch. 
The m anure applied to grass land affords a 
profit on the grass ulone, to say nothing of the 
-od. 
Tne very hest farmers in this section have 
for a long limo practiced, and are continuing 
this system, wit Ii invariably the hest success. 
“ Grow sod; you cannot grow too m uch,” 
they say, and tneir farms and increasing capi­ 
tal ale the evidence of what they ?av. 
In this 
way their own farms have been brought up, 
aud adjoining laud ihut is purchased by them, 
however poor, in a few years is as good as the 
rest, 
h is manure upon grass that does this, 
applied either on the grain mop when the land 
i» seeded down, or upon old grass land if uot 
too badly run out. 
A n d no oue hut lie that 
tries ii knows bow successfully that may be 
done where all the manure made in tile stables, 
including tne urine, is carefully saved and ju ­ 
dicious! v applied, the hest time being iii the 
fail, and an even distribution es.seuti d. W h a t 
is made in the winter may then he applied, 
and always spread as drawn out, the applica­ 
tion continued as the m anure is made, till 
spring. 
The best way to manage, as has been 
frequently urged, is to use line vegetable ma­ 
teria), such as muck, leaf-mould or chaff, as 
aiisoroents iii the stables. This makes it clean 
aud light to handle. 
In no way can manure 
he 
FU R N ISH E D HO C H E A P L Y AS I N SOD; 
it simply costs nothing. 
W ith green m anur­ 
ing there is lite cost of seed and the expense 
ot putting it in. 
It the entire season is given 
to it, there is the further loss of a crop, though 
this is usually overrated, as laud that needs 
greet) manuring is uot in a condition to pro­ 
duce a very profitable crop; generally there 
is loss. 
Sod not only enriches tho land, hut 
improves it mechanically, it? decay furnishing 
excellent material tor further improvement, 
teak ing new soil of it, superior to its original 
condition it of inferior quality. 
As to adapt­ 
ability of mauure to the soil, sod comes a.? near 
to perfection as any manure that can be ap­ 
plied. Its presence in the soil woich grew it is 
evidence ot this. 
No testing is needed as with 
commercial manures, where at tho best there is 
little profit, tiiougn there may he considerable 
growth, while sod is all gain, both rn its me­ 
chanical and fertilizing effects, the commer­ 
cial article being of little benefit mechanically. 
Iii re we iiu\e soil in the hest condition to 
grow any, or almost any crop, particularly 
glass, which to a large extent reproduces itself. 
All the elements are here in perfection, mid 
Hie mechanical condition to match, tee Just 
necessity to a healthy growth which alone can 
secure quality. 
Both quantity aud q mlitv are 
thus obtained in the highest degree, providing 
always there is good drainage, without which 
the soundest and healthiest growth calinut be 
secur'd. This lust removes from the Ina Ii posi­ 
tion to which some have assigned it our perma­ 
nent grass land, which from necessity is too 
inoi-it to produce a sweet, nutrition? herbage. 
No other soil, or very little, is capable of main­ 
taining itself against the hot sun aud drought 
of our climate, a principle overlooked by die 
advocates of perpetual grass. 
There is little 
dry land comparatively, and none in the 
m o s t exposed places, where permanent good 
sud c a n he maintained. 
Orchard grass may 
tos.-iblyhe an exception. 
Where such a sod 
occurs the grass lacks the quality desired, as 
is the cise with all moist laud, and iii propor­ 
tion to the am ouut of moisture. 
Manure also 
has le-s effect here according lo tho degree of 
moisture, benefiting very little on quite wet 
soil. 
Tne condition of permanent grass re­ 
quires a more or less moist climate. 
Then

QUALITY AND QUANTITY CAN P E SECURED, 
as is the ease in England. 
Clover aud tim­ 
othy can he made to do excellent service with 
us where (he land is adapted lo it, as most cf 
our soil is. 
The best- man aged case* fully 
attest this. 
The ground tieing’in good condi­ 
tion, aud rich enough for a good c tell aud a 
good growth in the start, a heavy yiold of 
superior quality can ho obtained, the nutritive 
properties of the Limo' by being second to those 
of no other grass, arid the clover equally good, 
or hefter for milk, the two going well to­ 
gether, as a long experience has thoroughly 
demonstrated. 
By sowing two or three parts 
of timothy to one of clover, there will ne about 
an equal amount of each in growth lrom tho 
start, aud so continue for t wo > ear?, t r at the 
furthest three, when the clover will have run 
out and prepared the laud 
tor the plough, 
tho 
soil being 
richer 
and 
more 
mellow 
now than before, and lit to grow well any 
sowed crop wnhout manure. 
The dill! ult v is, 
that our poorest soil, without enriching it, is 
put to clover and timothy, and lienee the re­ 
sult we too often sec—a comparative failure, 
not only iii lim growth of the crim, but in se­ 
curing a good catch, and establishing it. This 
last I find is uot. sufficiently understood. 
A 
seeding may have a good catch and yet he a 
failure when it severe drought sets in after tile 
seed has sprouted and dries it before it obtains 
sufficient rooting. 
I have kuowit it in some 
cases to he killed after it had made considerable 
advance, showing green oil the surface, the 
growth of the roots bein: loo slow in pone rat­ 
ing the soil. This is a principal cause for fail­ 
ure. 
Aided bv rich ground the plant is en­ 
abled to hold its own in lite downward push, 
keeping its hold upon the moisture. 
Besides, 
rich ground is less affected by the drought. So 
long as the seed has 
h o i 
sprouted it suffirs 
litle harm, ami will remain for a long time iii 
dry soil. 
It is not uncommon for it to retain 
its vitality for weeks, anti then aller moi?t 
weather germinate and make a good set. 
The 
necessity of a rich soil—a rich surface—to 
ti art the crop will thus be seeu, and the fur­ 
ther necessity of enrichm ent to c mtinuo the 


as a m anure; but the protection it affords, in 
addition to its value as manure, favors its re­ 
tention. 
W ith this alone land can be kept up 
and improved, if tho grass is not hurt by the 
drought, and if the water lino is near the sur­ 
face, so the roots can reach it, in defiance of 
the drought. 
Such land is profitable, and tho 
treatm ent inrrea?es the 
fertility 
for many 
years, as I know, ihough only a little each 
year. 
Manure at first will help it, and add to 
the profit, and not much will he required after 
the first few years.—[Country Gentleman. 
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C o n s i d e r a t i o n . 
On all stiff, clay lands, thorough drainage 
and deep culture should he sum demented by 
the growing of clover and other grasses in 
rotation with grain crops. 
As rapidly as the 
subsoil of otherwise almost impervious clays 
is deepened by mechanical means, the roots of 
the clover, other grasses and grain crops 
penetrate it aud decay, thus increasing its 
richness and friability. 
The Boston Journal 
of Chemistry Is authority for the statement 
th at those soils which 
have the greatest 
am ount of capillary porosity will condense 
the greatest amount of m anuriai substances 
on their internal surfaces, and will retain 
them longer against the adverse solvent action 
ot waler, and will give them out more readily 
to 
the 
rootlets 
of 
the 
growing 
plant. 
In order to make farming more profitable 
ait compact clay soils should he made more 
open aud porous by deep culture, and he econ­ 
omically enriched Iv clovering 
Too much 
water in the soil Locus it cold, winch is the 
natutal result of the evaporation of the water 
from the surface. 
On such soils spring plant­ 
ing is delayed, tor the plants cannot thrive 
without the genial warmth about their roots so 
common til soils that have beet) properly pre­ 
pared. 
More than this, if the roots tire en­ 
tirely deprived of air they will gradually shrink 
aud die. 
T he deeper the soil is tilled the more 
readily the oxygen of the air unites with the 
humus ot the soil, turning it intocarbonic acid 
gas, which in turn renders more soluble tho 
otherwise insoluble constituents of the soil. As 
this substance destroys and utilizes the mould, 
the land m ust he kept supplied with it either 
by cloveriug or manuring.

drainage can be made more effective; the ?oil 
can be properly loosened aud the life-giving 
atmosphere can enter. 
W here heat exists 
without an excess of moisture good crops be­ 
come Hie rule instead of the exception, even in 
unfavorable seasons. 
I t has been slated thai 
if the subsoil ploughs aud under drains of 
England bud not been introduced up to this 
time, the area of land under cultivation could 
not so nearly have sustained her population 
There is no better way of increasing the annual 
average yield of our crops, and doubling tin* 
producing capacity of the farm, thai! to deepen 
the soil inch bv inch yearly, aud feed it as iis 
receptive canaciiv is increased. 
Wariug, in 
his “ Elements of Agriculture,” pertinently re­ 
marks, “ lf I lants will trow better on a soil six 
inches deep than in one of three inches, there 
is no reason why they snould not be benefited 
iii I roportion bv disturbing the soil to tile 
whole depth to which roots will travel, even to 
a depth of two feet.”

B ilifaction. Aiiotit Seeding. 
No system of agriculture can be profitable 
that does not make grass an essential part of a 
rotation of crops. W hen lands are not adapted 
to grain-growing, gra*s i* the chiel reliance, 
and it oecomes a specialty, hut nowhere can it 
be discarded without great detriment to the 
soil. The farmer who raises abundant crops of 
grass, while he is a grain-grower also, will 
raise good crops of grain in alternation. There 
seems a harmony in the movement from gras* 
to giain, which is beneficial to each. The host 
crops of corn, of wheat aud also other faun 
crops iu general, are grown on an inverted ?od, 
with a nicely fitted seedbed on the surface; and 
the most bountiful crops of grusson grain lands 
are raised the first crop after grain, or on new­ 
ly-seeded land*. 
Un our natural groin soils 
we find it unprofitable to m aintain any perma­ 
nent meadow or pasture. 
Though a portion of 
every farm should he in grass, our dry grain 
lauds will not give continuous crops of gras* 
without frequent topdressing and scarifying 
the surface; hence it is more profitable to seed 
frequently and use all m anure of the farm for 
the benefit of grain crops. 
There need be no 
lack of hay or pasturage iii our dry gruiti- 
growiiig sections if wo seed frequently. 
A 
crop turning from one to two tons of bar from 
newlv-seeded clover and timothy is as sure as 
any other crop grown, amt is also a renovating 
crop to the soil.

It is especially so when the 
autumn season is wet and nu ac'.ive growth 
follows. 
Tim othy seed will never fail if sown 
in tlio fall, for if there is not enough wet to 
start it in the fall, it will come in spring 
without fail. 


MANY F A R M E R S DO NOT A P PR O V E 
of early sowing clover seed, fearing that the 
early germ may be killed by la e frosts in 
spring, nut I am convinced Pv observation 
111at there is very little danger of frosts on the 
young clover plant, unless the ground he 
frozen to heave aud pull the root. 
The cause 
oi failure in clover seeding is drought imme­ 
diately after germination of the seed and be­ 
fore the root gets sufficient depth of soil to re­ 
tain moisture. 
A drought in the month of 
May 
will 
endanger dover seeding; 
lab r 
drought will ouly retard growth. 
Clover aud 
ti mo‘ii y ure the best seeding for dry grain 
lands, where perm anent sod is not requ red, 
hut where continued grass crops are desired, 
blue gras?, orchard grass and J u n e grass are 
more desirable, as they are more lasting, aud 
a mixture of these with tho former will be 
found beneficial. 
A variety of gra*sos will 
form a perm anent sod and afford much better 
pasturage the season through, and stock will 
always thrive on a variety of grasses much 
better than on one alone. 
For our grain laud* 
we nave no forage crop more desirable than 
red clover during Hie season of its growth, bitt 
it matures during Ju ly , after which it affords 
but little pasturage, lienee the nile of a mix­ 
ture of bm-aes to supply tho remainder of the 
I season. 
In seeding lands we meet with more 


I failures with clover than with any of the 
iy grasses, aud to ensure against failure we should 


always mix other seeds, which, if sown in fall, 
one need not f ar failure, even if sown so late 
us November, fur the seeds when worked into 
the soil bv tile frosts and storms of tin* winier 
seasoti will 
la? sure to germinate in early 
spring, and there is but little danger of injury 
bv fi'o-ts; hut the same is not true of clover, 
for severe freezing will pull lite young pl mi ta 
out of the ground and destroy them. 
No 
am ount of experience can enable a farmer to 
always succeed in getting a good seeding of 
clover, for the variableness of seasons cannot 
he foreseen, but a soil in good tilth and fertile, 
the seed sown enrlv in spring, and slightly 
covered with barrow and roller, with a dress­ 
ing of plaster, will seldom fail.—[Hon. E. P. 
Root, in The Tribune. 


T r r n t m e n t o r P e r m a n e n t M e a d o w . . 
The measure of success in all farm in g opera­ 
tions depends very largely upon the m anage­ 
m ent of bim who directs them, and a want of 
success can, in most cases, he attributed to a 
want of proper management. 
W hen a farmer 
enters upon winter with fourteen calves that 
are ail healthy, but. before spring, has occa- 
• ion to bury one-half the num ber in the ma­ 
nure heap, mid with no disease among the 
animals, it is reasonable to conclude that there 
is faulty m anagem ent in some particular. 
As a rule, an animal cannot go through the 
long, cold winter no ut irs on a scanty allowance 
of bug hay, aud with a lack of shelter, 
iii 
the case named, the result is perfectly appar­ 
ent, aud m ay he truced to its legitimate cause; 
and, though 
less apparent, there are m any 
result I that are equally disastrous, and eau ho 
traced as directly to the moving cause, and 
show 
a 
want, 
of 
exercise 
of 
good 
m anagem ent 
or 
good 
judgm ent, 
or ct 
both combined. 
Nature seems to have pro­ 
vided means for her own protection in many 
cases, and so with immense forest growl Its, 
whereby elements of nutrition are drawn from 
Hie soil' a restoration is effected by the fall of 
foliage and decayed branches. 
Strange us it 
may tpnear, it is said that, in districts where 
broom corn is grown, the fertility of the soil is 
maintained with little or no manure, if tile 
*laiks and foliage of the crop are ploughed in 
at each successive ploughing. 
So, also, of 
beets, a p l o u g h m a n of the leaves conmen- 
*atos for what has been removed in the growth 
of the whole plant. 
Now. with regard to per­ 
m anent meadows, or such mowing lands as 
are continued in the bay crop, without occa­ 
sional seasons of general cultivation, their 
permanency depends very largely upon their 
treatment, and it may lie laid down as a gen­ 
eral principle that they m ust not be too closely 
fed out of the season for mowing. 
I t is a mis­ 
taken

to suppose that mowing lands can ne closely 
ted aud shorn to the very roots after the re­ 
moval of tho hay crop, and so exposed during 
winttr, to receive an additional clipping in the 
spring. The injury lo the succeeding crop can­ 
not ho easily estimated, and a destruction of 
the grass crop can more frequently be attrib­ 
uted to that cau.?e than to any general lack of 
fertility. 
Observation upon this point will 
satisfy any reasonable mind. 
Let two fields 
of the same relative character and fertility, 
side by side, be treated; let one he fed closely, 
guawed Down to the turf, nd the other reinaiu 
undisturbed, unless tee am ount of aftermath 
s too heavy, aud while t e latter will continue 
to furnish good annual crops, the former Will 
soon appear to have “ tun out;” hut if not too 
far gone reverse the operation, and the results 
will reverse to a cert.,in extent. 
The grass 
plant is sufficiently sensitive to require reason­ 
able protection from the cold aud frost, and 
every one knows that, where there is protec­ 
tion 
by 
means of 
the 
young 
aftermath, 
n e grass starts iu spring with much more 
vigor 
and 
m uch 
sooner 
than 
where ex­ 
posed, and, besides, ihe aftermath serves us a 
mulch, aud finally decays, adding to the ex­ 
isting fgrulity. 
Such fields are much less 
sensitive to tho effects of extreme heat than 
those thai have had a bare surface, and which 
became dry and parched. 
Unquestionably, 
when the pasturage m i n e sum m er becomes 
seam y, the temptation to supplement it ' v 
‘•fall feed” is very strong, but it is a far wiser 
course to depend upon some other mean.*, 
such as fodder corn, or some other supple men­ 
ial crop, thau to work a great injury in order 
that a little benefit mav accrue, 
it is not ex­ 
pected th at perm anent meadows are to require 
no attention; but an occasional dressing of de­ 
composed b.rn-yard manure, -plead upon the 
?urfi.ce rn the early fall, about the tittie of 
the cqrumencr m em of fall rains, will produce 
wonderful results in an increase of the hay 
crop, and since, here in New England, the 
dependence is very largely upon th at crop, it 
siunds every farm er in hand to act wisely in 
his treatm ent of the lands that produce it, aud 
uot kill “the goose that lays the golden egg.” 
Nine*, 
In seeding land to grass for permanent 
meadow or pasture, a combinut.on should be 
selected different from wliat .'hould be used 
where a rotation of only a few years I? fol- 
1 wed 
A close, compact sod is required, and 
ibo.?e varieties of grasses that start early aud 
grow late should lie sown so there may at all 
limes be a fresh growth, 
I should select the 
following: Twelve pounds of red clover, three 
pounds of white clover, twelve pounds of 
uiiiotby and seven pounds of blue grass seed 
per aire. 
But that makes thirty-four pounds 
of seed por acre! 
So it noes, but who ever saw 
a field loo thick for a good meadow or pasture, 
and w ho has not seeu many not nearly th h k 
enough. 
Besides, a m ixture of grasses will 
hear to be thicker than any one variety and 
will continue to grow through the season, giv­ 
ing fresh feed, aud here we have a good mix­ 
ture. 
There mas be other grasses preferable 
to some ot these, but they are not common or 
easy to get, aud for th at leason I have uot 
mentioned then), and borides, those named are 
all good and good enough. Ti e timber having 
Peen hemlock, I should guess a dressing of 
wood ashes, say twenty hit'lids per acre,would 
he a most excellent application and would pav 
well. 


W H A T F A R M E R S S H O U L D K N O W . 


T i m e l y H i n t * nae! V a l u a b l e S u g g e . l i o n . . 
A t the present time flax is mostly raised in 
this country, aud particularly at the West, for 
the seed, the work of preparing tile fibre being 
more profitably performed by cheap labor in 
Europe. 
D uring the early part of this century 
farmers raised small patches of flax for work­ 
ing into 
honit-iuade clothing, coarse linen 
icing then worn more generally than now. 
I t 
was sown broadcast, pulled bv hand, hound in 
small eveu bundles, aud placed in small stacks. 
It was afterward* exposed to moisture to molten 
aud break the woody 
portion, by spreading 
early in autum n on the short grass of meadows, 
whence in toe course of a fortnight, it was taken 
up, dried aud worked by baud into the fibre for 
use; hut this practice was long since generally 
uiscoutiiiued. 
'ihe increase in the cultivation 
for teed has been quite rapid of lute years, 
while a portion of the mop, as a secondary 
interest, has been made into coarse bagging. 
In 18.50, rive W estern States reposted 2 8 8,0 0 0 
bos els of seed; iii 18(30, 37 5 ,0 0 0 ; anil in 
1870, 1 ,4 3 1 .0 0 0 bushels. 
Toe crop is profit­ 
able uulj when raised on the right kind of 
land, in a flue state of cultivation, aud free 
from 
weeds. 
The soil m ust have a dry 
bottom, 
and 
tie 
thoroughly 
underdrained 
if necccssary, aud some cultivalors plough 
three times. 
It usually 
follows wheat ami 
potatoes, 
aud 
as 
the 
production 
cf 
i ho 
seed exhausts tho ground, 
it should 
not occupy toe same field oftener than once in 
five or six years. 
About a bushel and a half 
' f seed is required tor an acre; and tor raising 
the fibre, ov«.r two bushel.?, as a dense, upright, 
fine growth gives a finer fibre. It is important 
to sow pone bm 
plump, clean seed, from 
which all the seeds of weens should be taken 
by using the best “separators’ 
made for this 
purpose, or by baud, using a sieve, twelve bars 
to the inch. 
The seed crop is cut by a seff- 
ruking reaper. 
Much practice and skill is r.- 
quiied iii .-owing evenly, irs the seed easily 
slips from the b..nd, au d the ct voting should 
he done with a very licht, fiuo-tootIi barrow, 
so that the seed m..y hoi he covered more than 
an inch treep, and the work should be finished 
with a roller. 
There is no other part of the task of growing 
a crop et tobacco which require? so much care 
and attention as Hie growing of the young 
pl aits. 
A little neglect while they are starl­ 
ing will destroy the entire lot, for Ute young 
shoots or sprouts are very lender. 
Therefore. 
to prevent the hot sun from drying the soil 
under tile glass, and burning up the newly 
sprouted seeds, cr, later, the young and very 
tei der plants, aud al?o to protect the bed from 
frog,* un frosty nights, requires the greatest 
diligence 
and 
painstaking. 
If 
is 
well 
L r the fanner who undertakes growing tobacco 
plants for the first time to make up his mind 
t at i e bas before him a very difficult, undertak­ 
ing, and then, with a p r o p e r am ount ot det**r- 
ii i. ation, there will be success. 
For tile first 
day or two after the seed is sown, if tile sun 
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s h i n e s hot, it is best to cover the sash with a 
layer of old carpets or like ma erial, to keep 
tho sun from drying un tho st Gds lying on the 
surface. 
In thirty-six hours, if the weather is 
warm, the seeds will iiave taken root, niter 
which there is less danger, although i t is never 
safe to a l l o w the surface of the bed to become 
dry for an instant until the plants get a good 
start. In from two to four days, if the weather 
is warm, tile seeds will have started their 
leaves, 
which 
should bo 
visible over the 
entire bed. 
T h at too much or too close pasturing of 
wheat will injure it, aud that quite seriously, 
Hie appearance of different fields this spring 
shows conc)usivelv. I do not think that where 
wheat is sown early aud gets a good start in 
Hie fall pasturing to some extent does any 
damage, but vv.heti sown late, so that the plant 
docs uot have sufficient time to get firmly 
roo cd and well started, pasturing injures it 
quite seriously. 
And where sheep are allowed 
to crop it all winter it will serious y affect 
the yield, if not quite destroy the crop. 
This 
is the case, especially in an open winter where 
the ground is Imre aud we , and in a loo?e, 
sandy, loamy soil. 
I have examined fields of 
wheat this spring that have w inter, ti sheep on 
this kind ot soil, and find the hest of tin* wheat 
pulled tip by lite roots, and all seriously dam ­ 
aged by close cropping. 
The sheep lute clo-e 
to the ground and lake off a bito with a jerk 
that, where the ground is loose, is almost sure 
to start ihe roots, "ira a few pulls or jerks will 
brm g it out to the surtace. 
They may leave 
a few roots that will keep the stalk alive, lint 
the wheat w ill im of such a sickly growth that 
it will never am ount to much. 
Then slicer or 
stock of anv kiud tramping over ploughed or 
sowed ground at all times are sure to injure it, 
especially if lire ground is wet. 
I believe 
where the ground is frozen hard and the wheat 
lias a strong, healthy growth, pasturing to 
some extent docs not injure wheat; but under 
ordinary circumstances, if tile winter is open, 
as has keen the past, wheat m ay.tie and is 
injured so much that it really is not a profita­ 
ble crop, si 
ply because it is pastured too 
closely during m e winter. 
The ioss incurred 
in this way is greater than the guiu made by 
the sheep being wintered on the wheat. 
It is important to destroy the first brood of 
potato beetles. 
This brood conies from tile 
ground in early spring, and the beetles soon 
lay their orange-colored eggs in clusters on Hie 
under side of potato leaves. 
Tnese eggs are 
readily found by turning up the foliage with a 
hoe bandie, ami picked off and destroyed, 
l f 
this is omitted, the larva?, or “ grubs,” soou 
hatch out, and begin their rapid destruction. 
Poison in some form m ust now be used. 
Tho 
two leading insecticides are paris green and 
London purple. 
Boih are arsenic compound*. 
The “ green” is a m anufactured article, while 
the “ purple” is a by-product or refuse com­ 
pound from the dye factories, and therefore 
cheaper. These substances are used either dry 
or wet. 
Iu tim former they are mixed w an 
thirty to fiftv tioios their hulk of flour or plas­ 
ter, and du*ted orsifted on—Pest while the dew 
is on, or soon af:er a rain, that the wet ioii ga 
m ar retain the substance. 
In the wet method, 
which is now generally preferred, the poison 
is stirred in water—a large tablespoonful or so 
lo the pailful—and applied through a sprink­ 
ler, stirring it very fn quently, as it does uot 
dissolve. 
The “ hugs” have been in most po­ 
tato-growing region* so long th at a full di?- 
cussiou of the subject is unnecessary. It is im­ 
portant to remember that these arsenic com- 


1 minds are deadly poisons, aud to Le used with 
great caution. 
W here potatoes are planted deep, as they 
should he, the soil m ust be worked correspond­ 
ingly deep, and the m anure well and deeply 
mixed wiih it. 
The seed, lying un the cold, 
raw subsoil, xviii not do well. 
This I have 
thoroughly tested, and the effect is most decid­ 
ed. 
Working the soil so as to get a few inches 
of mellow, rich earth below the seed is wi at 
is wanted. Plough tim m anure under, leplough 
and thoroughly mix manure and soil, 
lite 
extra labor will be a good investment. A still 
turtber improvement in a dry season (and the 
seasons Hie usually d r\) is a light coat of m a­ 
nure, applied niter the ground is prepared; if 
coal ashes are added, better still. 
This forms 
a mulch as well usenRches, m anure and sur­ 
face soil heil g mixed bv cultivation. 
Iu this 
way the driest season aud tile hottest weather 
may be defied, as I had Hie most gratifying 
evidence the past sea*on, the finest, soundest 
tubers coming out of tile deep, mellow s o l 
when harvested, aud leaving the ground in 
the best condition for a succeeding crop, and 
without first ploughing—only harrowing or 
cultivating and burrowing, the land being 
clean. 
If for potatoes agaiu, or a root crop, 
ploughing now will he easy. 
I t pays to take 
pains with u hoed crop. 
The ouly safe and proper way Is for every 
person who undertakes to grow tobacco, to 
raise hi* own plums and to be certain of oav- 
icg enough of them aud have them earl?. 
To etisute success in this part of tobacco rais­ 
ing, it is necessary to give almost constant 
care and attention lo the young plants for the 
first month atter sowing the s«ed in tin* seed­ 
beds. 
The soil must be kept moist, and the 
weeds must be pulled as fast as they become 
large enough, otherwise they will crowd the 
plants arid prevent them from making rapid, 
healthy growth. 
On very 
warm days the 
.-ashes m ust lie raised, or the plants will scald 
and burn. 
Sprinkling the beds with liquid 
manure will promote rapid growth aud make 
them earlier. 
There is nothing l etter for this 
timn the leeching* from the barnyard. 
Soap­ 
suds is also an excellent application for the 
plants, and will oiten prevent the ravages of 
the fh as or worms which sometimes make 
tiieir appearance in tobacco beds, and lo the 
destruction of tho plants unless destroyed 
themselves. 
F atten and m arket dry ewes as soon as pos­ 
sible. Some ewes which have lost their lamb*, 
or from which they have been taken, will need 
to have the milk partially removed from their 
full udders for a few days. 
Neglect not to re­ 
move filthy tag*. 
I t is well also to clip the 
wool from about the udders, as inn ch disease 
in the lambs is of en caused hy fi th from ti e 
ewe’s wool. 
There is hut little iii favor of 
washing wool on the sheep’s back. and for old 
and feeble animals it is u positive injury. The 
practice is unnecessary, disagreeable and dan­ 
gerous to t i e health of both men and sheep, 
and may well he abolished. 
Sheep ungot to 
ho so kept that the unwashed wool may he 
clean enough tor marker. 
Newly shorn sheep 
need protection during storms, 
l f this he 
looked alter properly, early shearing i* r.ot ob­ 
jectionable. 
A f.er shearing, the ticks gather 
bn tile lambs, and may Le de-troyed bv dip­ 
ping them in tobacco water, with sulphur 
added, or some one of the various effective 
“sheep dips.” 
For swollen and caked hag I have discovered 
what proves with me a complete remedy. This 
complaint seemed tu b e almost an epidemic in 
my barns this w inter. 
A num ber of my cows 
had been returned to me by the tm n xvi o had 
them in charge last summer in a greatly re­ 
duced flow of milk. 
In trying to bring them 
up a g a i n they were given high feed, and (I be­ 
lieve in consequence of thai) daily I was told 
(hat such and such cows’ hag* were “ hard and 
in a had way.” 
Two of the first taken I could 
not cure by hand rubbing, hot bathing and 
careful milking, and tee cow* weio spoiled as 
milch cows. 
Then I heard of phytolacca or 
exlract of pokeweed. 
I have used it on about 
a diizen of my cows th i* winter, and oue ap­ 
plication usually is sufficient. Thirty drops of 
tincture in a glass of water appli< d externally 
is the only way I have h d to use it 
This 
remedy is given in the HomieopHtbic Veteri­ 
nary works of late dale as a specific remedy 
for inflamed bag, etc., 
and such I have 
louud it. 
Bone* accumulate on every farm, arid a hunt 
for them xviii bring out many more than one 
would expect to find. 
W hen properly treated 
t h e y furnish very valuable food fur growing 
pl. fits. 
"Whole hone.*, as they are (brow n out 
from the kitchen, are so slowly decomposed 
that they are of little u?e, unless applied very 
largely. 
They need to he broken up or made 
fine in some way, that the large amouui of 
phosphoric acid, etc., contained in them may 
he available. I t is not pruc.icable for ordinary 
farmers to have bone mills, and the next Le?t 
t i l i n g is to break them up somewhat xviii) an 
axe or In-a'v.v ham m er and m ix them with 
u n le a d e d ashes, 
Keeping 
the heap moist 
enough do the alkali will “ eat” them and ren­ 
der the bones soft. 
The holies thus treated 
will crumble to fine piece* when dried, and 
are then ready to spread upon the land. Every 
f riner should see that all hones ure thus made 
into a valuable home-made fertilizer. 
As a rule t i e majority of farmers sow seeds 
too deep. 
Small seeds heed just euough cov­ 
ering lo give them moisture aud darkness. 
The soil should be pre*sed oil line seed, ju st 
enough to exclude the light.. Especially should 
this he done very carefully and slightly where 
seeds are sown just before a rain. 
Many seeds 
are lost aud the reputation of ninny good, 
houesl seedsmen ruined in the estimation of 
individuals, because line seed* are sowu too 
deep and the soil is. press'd down too hard 
upon them. 
A great many farmers are in too 
great a hurry to sow seeds early; they do uot 
wait for the ground to get sufficiently diy and 
warm. 
It is bard to give general directions 
that will apply to all case*, hut as n rule the 
sm aller the seed the flouter should be the cov­ 


ering, and the finer should be the soil in which 
they are sown. 
A good recipe for grafting wax is rosin two 
pounds, boes-wax one i ound and a quarter, 
tallow twelve ouuce*. The e should he melted 
xvell together over a gentle fire and stirred as 
the mix ure cools. 
It is most conveniently 
used upon strips of cloth. 
A ny old calico ut 
muslin that will lear readily may be torn into 
strips two inche* wide, made into bails and 
soaked in the melted wax until thoroughly 
saturated. 
"We prefer to roll the cloth upon a 
short slick to afford a handle 
I f paper i* to 
he used the warm wax Is spre-d with a brush 
upon one side (if manila paper. Some graft­ 
ers prefer a wax made xvith raw linseed oil in 
place of the tallow, using a piut of oil instead 
of a pound of tallow. 
The young chick* will thrive best when kept 
clean and dry. 
Those hatched thi* month, if 
of the hest breeds, usually begin to lay eaily 
in the fall, and if kep. warm and well fed, xviii 
give a supply of eggs through the winter. 
If 
the coops are placed in, or adjoining the gar­ 
den, to allow the chicks to wander freely 
through it, they will do little harm , until large 
enough to scratch up the bi ds and nibble at 
the plants, while they will destroy many in­ 
sects. 
Let them have an abondance of puro 
water and wholesome food; these, xvi*b good 
housing from the wet and cold, will secure 
health and a profitable growth. 
To get a good crop of xx heat requires strong 
land made rich bv heuxy manuring. 
The 
tobacco lauds of the Connecticut valley pro­ 
duce large crops of wheat, after having been 
made rich enough to produce good crops of 
tobacco. 
Land that i* poor had better he 
planted with some oilier crop first, and uot 
planted to wln-at uutil imnroved by cultiva­ 
tion and manuring. 
W inter rye will succeed 
where wheat would be very nearly a failure, 
as would indian corn. 
I t xvotiid he better to 
raise either rye or corn on light land than it 
xvould wheal, but on a good rich soil wheat is 
a good crop to grow. 
Lam bs are raised by hand upon tbejmilk of 
a fresh cow. To get the lam b to take ihe milk, 
get a new pint oii-can with a long spout. Fas­ 
ten to the spout a piece of sponge wrapped 
around it with the end of the apout iu the cen­ 
ter of the sjonge, aud cover the sponge aud 
spout with a piece of cottou clot ii, bo tis to 
form a teat which tho lamb xviii suck. 
After 
the first lesson the lam b will suck vety readily, 
aud after a fexv trials will bleat for its meal 
w hen ii sets its loster-motber. 
Care must bo 
taken uot to give too much n iilK at first. 
This 
is au excellent way to force luntbs that ara 
with their dams. 
W h e a t is usually sown broadcast at tho 
rate of one and oue-half co two bushels to 
the acre; no after cultivation is given it; but 
occasionally one may be found who sows in 
drills and weeds it out; this is said to produce 
the largest crop aud lite hest grain. 
W heat 
is not considered a crop that can he grown 
year after year on the same land; it must ha 
rotated with other clots, but winter rye can 
be sown many years in succession on the 
same laud, with slight manuring, and vet 
produce good crops. 
Tile usual theory as to crooked breast-honea 
is that they are caused by giving perches to 
chickens too early in life,' or by the perch be­ 
ing too large or too narrow. 
Ext erienca 
shows, however, that crooked hreast-hooes ais 
found if the siraiu is a weakly one and want­ 
ing in constitutional vigor, or if the birds are 
pampered and brought u p at high pressure iu 
confined and ovei crowded pens, wheie stimu­ 
lating condiments and excess of feeding take 
the place of free range, fresh air aud ample, 
nutritious food. 
I be rapid growth of the glucose industry 
constitutes an im portant factor in the con­ 
sumption of the Ind ian corn crop. 
One year 
ago the annual consumption of the glucose 
factories of the United Slates was 
about 
8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels of corn. 
Recent statistics 
show the capacity of the glucose manufac­ 
tories n o w in m im in g Older in this country to 
be 1 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels of corn per annum. 
Of the course-weolled sheep there is b ii one 
breed that is worth keeping, an I tim is the 
Cots wold. 
The Lincoln is loo large and too 
great a feeder for profit and is not bardy; the 
Leicester is altogether too tenner for our 
climate. 
The Cotswold when well cared for 
is one of the most profitable sheep for wool or 
m utton, ana its grades or crosses ou naiiva 
sheep are equally good. 
Cherry trees are subject to injury from 
aphides, which suck the sap from toe leaves 
and also from the black knots on the smaller 
twigs. 
Thorough removal of uli the i ft'ecied 
twigs xviii tend to restore the trees to health. 
Syringing* of whale-oil soapsuds will do some­ 
thing toward? destroying the aphides 
A Vermont farmer who has had experience 
with m anure cellars says they should be at 
lea*t nine feet high in tile clear, aud ten would 
be better, with trough-shape at the bottom an<l 
cemented so as to preclude the possibility of 
losing the best Dart of the fertilizer.

Hie room s m ade u n in h a b it­ 
able a t once, tb e operation may w ell he dreaded, 
fo r tu n a te are th ose housekeepers w ho co n tin u e 
iu tbe old-fashioned m ethod ii colds aud sick n ess 
•am ong the children do n ot follow h ouse-cleaning. 
Of course, w here hired help Is esp ecially em ployed 
for Hie occasion, it is necessary to Keep Diem o c­ 
cu p ied aud to uo iii a day as m uch as possible. 
B ut, as a general tilin g , there is no need o f the 
d iscom fort th at usually accom panies house-clean­ 
ing. 
Of course, each h ousekeeper will have lier 
ow n view s about th e m atter, and we eau only 
hope lo m ake a few helpful su g g estio n s. 
A BO ITT TH E STOVES. 
O utside of cities the m ajority of houses are 
heated by stoves, and one of tho points iii m ost 
liou.se clean in gs is to take down these sto v es, and 
not pat tneni up again. 
N ot only a large share o f 
d iscom fort, but lunch sick n ess, if not con seq u en t 
death, com es from th e too early ta k in g dow n of 
stove*. 
Iu every house in tin* N orthern S tates, 
aud th e bailie applies further south also, there 
should alway* lie am ple p rovision tor m aking a 
fire in the liv in g room at any tim e d urin g the 
year. Cold storm - m .y com e u nexpected ly, and a 
fire is SDiuetiiii s as necessary in A ugu st us in any 
other m onth, 
lf stoves are used for h eatin g tho 
health and com fort of th e faintly require th at 
there should alw ays he at least one stove in w hich 
a lire can he m ade at ouce a t any tim e d uring th e 
year. 
DO NOT TAKE STOVES DOWN TOO SOON. 
Those wlio observe Hie w eather arc aw are th at, 
in Die N orthern S tates, we do not have w hat is 
culled “settled w eather” m uch before the m iddle 
of Ju ne, and th at each year m ere is likely to be a 
cold storm ut several day*’ duration betw een tile 
first and the midrib* of th at m onth. 
Wu nave ob­ 
served th is m atter through Sn m any years Diat we 
feel w arranted in sayin g to those w ho in the 
N orthern States depend upon stoves for w a n n in g 
their houses, do not take down the sto v es before 
the m iddle of June. W nen sto v es are taken down 
and before tney are stored aw ay (or the sum m er, 
tim first point -bould lie to m ake Diem ready to put 
up again. 
Do m u leave tills until the cool days of 
autum n, w hen they in iy lie needed in a hurry, bat 
m ake nil needed repairs now . 
There are so many 
kinds th at we can m ake Gut general sug g estio n s. 
The weak point in ail stoves is the lin in g, and, es­ 
p ecially where hard coal is the fuel, this may need 
replacing. 
D o n ot put Die stove aw ay un iii 
the repairs are made. 
All o f th e leading p attern s 
have a nam e or num ber, and the parties from 
whom a stove was bought eau furnish or procure 
the proper lin in g . 
Sonic stoves have air p a-sa g es 
and double lin in g s; d ust and lig h t asiiea may ac­ 
cum ulate in th ese, and w here such e x ist they 
should be thoroughly cleaned. 
Then as to the 
stove-pipe, th a t terror to all Heads of fam ilies 
wtieu sto v es are to be p a t up. 
C arefully mark 
w ith c h a lk -le a d pencil will answ er w ell—the 
parts th a t go togeth er. A little care now wi l save 
much trouble Id autum n. 
In (.ar h ouse-clean in g 
talk w e have run away to stoves, and no part o f 
the operation is of m ore im portance.

Mr. Gladstone’s cbangeof heart is complete, 
if we are to judge it by the sweeping and start­ 
ling changes in his policy. 
The three mem­ 
bers of Parliam ent whom he hod kept in jail 
for over six months took their seats Thursday, 
and had the satisfaction of listening to Fors­ 
ter's savage and vicious attack on the minis­ 
try aud venting his rage on the Irish people. 
Then came the announcement that the one- 
armed patriot, 
Michael Davitt, had been 
released 
from 
Portland 
prison. 
The 
“ back-track"’ 
policy 
reached its highest 
point 
when 
the 
convict 
cell 
was 
opened and the organizer of 
the 
Land 
lasagne set free. 
The pell-mell race which 
the new measures are running is somewhat 
bewildering to 
steady and sober minds. 
Sel­ 
dom has a change of policy been so sudden, 
and never has the change been pat into effect 
with such headlong rapidity. 
Mr. Gladstone 
seems determined on paralyzing the opposi­ 
tion by a series of stunning blows adminis­ 
tered in such quick succession that their force 
cannot be resisted. 
Ile is playing a desperate 
game aud he will play every card for all it is 
worth. 
q 
Ii was a prime necessity to the inauguration 
of the new policy that Mr. Forster should 
leave the cabinet. 
Gladstone saw that, and 
hesitated not a moment to throw his old po­ 
litical ally overboard. 
He knew that to incur 
Mr. Forster’s hostility meant the alienation of 
a certain element in the Liberal party. 
And 
so he cast about for a compensating influence, 
aud discovered Sir Frederick Cavendish. Sir 
Frederick is a representative Whig, a son of 
the 
Duke 
of 
Devonshire, 
one 
of 
the 
largest 
individual 
landowners 
in 
the 
kingdom, and 
a 
brother 
of 
the Mar­ 
quis of Hartington, the present secretary of 
state for India. 
The compliment paid to 
this powerful and representative family iu 
giving its two leading scions seats in the Im­ 
perial Council Chamber is expected to offset 
any disaffection which Forster’s retirement 
might produce. 
W ith the exception of Mr. 
Goschen, the late secretary has so far failed to 
seduce any leading Liberal from his allegiance 
to the rrim e minister. The conciliatory policy 
is expected also to bring the Irish members 
closer to the government, and to secure their 
votes on test questions where the ministry’s 
existence may be jeopardized. Mr. Gladstone 
bas. therefore, laid his plans well and deeply, 
and it remains to be seen whether they will 
succeed. 
The Irish are truly grateful for the oppor­ 
tunity to get rid of Forster and Cowper. 
Of this Mr. Gladstone may feel asssured: lie 
cannot restore peace aud contentment in Ire­ 
land by any measure short of full and ample 
justice. 
He has tried half-way measures and 
they have failed; he has tried coercion and 
that 
has 
failed. 
He must introduce a 
bill 
dealing 
radically 
with 
the 
land 
system, 
aud 
he 
must 
let 
the 
people 
of 
Ireland 
have 
the 
largest 
liberty 
for holding meetings and openly discussing 
tho measures which the government may 
deem it wise to offer. 
Revolutions never go 
backwards. 
They must progress. 
Our hand­ 
some neighbor, the Republic, put* it tersely 
aud forcibly when it says: “ The lessons which 
England must learn from this are, that it is 
not safe to turn back the hands ou the face of 
the clock of lime, that human progress cannot 
be cheeked bv the methods employed in the 
days of Henry and Elizabeth, and that the 
new generation which Ireland has produced 
and is producing is ready to keep step to the 
music of universal freedom, and to fight her 
battles with the weapons which modern civili­ 
zation has forged.” 


T H E A S S A S S I N A T I O N * . 


Nihilism has invaded Ireland. 
An agita­ 
tion which rested on a high moral basis, which 
challenged the respect of the civilized world 
by the fairness and constitutionality of its 
methods, has been arrested by the cowardly 
blow of the assassin. 
The dagger and the 
bludgeon 
have been brought in to com­ 
plicate the 
relations 
between 
two races 
which had reached a settlement of 
ex­ 
isting differences by civilized methods; crime 
has superseded argument; law and older 
have given place to brute force; ignorant rage 
and bate have been pushed to the front to the 
exclusion of argument; the forces of civiliza­ 
tion have been paralyzed, and civil society is 
astounded. The man who struck down Caven­ 
dish is a conspirator, 
not against 
Eng­ 
land, 
but 
against 
Ireland. 
The 
dag­ 
ger 
which 
pierced 
the 
new 
secre­ 
tary's 
body 
dealt a deadly blow to Irish 
progress. 
No self-respecting Irishm an, no 
Irishman wTho has the welfare of his country 
at heart can read the news of the assassination 
without feeling that a blot has been put on the 
escutcheon of his race. 
No lover of human 
liberty eau escape the 
conviction that the 
cause he so consistently advocated has been 
sadly and seriously damaged by the Phoenix 
Park murders; uo honest man can uphold tLe 
deed or harbor nu excuse for its perpetrators. 
TY hat was the motive? 
This is the grave 
question which is pressing for settlement. 
It 
is the question which every thinking man 
asked himself yesterday on reading the start­ 
ling news from Dunlin. 
Oui bono? 
For 
whose interest was the assassination com­ 
m itted? 
W ho will 
benefit by it? 
Let 
us calmly look over these questions. 
Only 
two classes of people in Ireland can derive 
any advantage 
from 
the murder of the 
ctowd’s rei resea tat ives. 
These are the irre­ 
concilable advocates of physical force in the 
rank- of the Irish Nationalists, and the Tory 
landlords. 
Assuming that the assassinations 
were the result of an organized movement 
and not the work of cranks, one of these ele­ 
ments is responsible. 
W hich ? A t present it 
is impossible to say, and for obvious reasons 
we hope it will Dot be fastened on either, but 
prove to have been the mad folly of cranks. 
There is a large element in the Land League 
movement opposed to any peaceful settlement 
with England, or any adjustment of the diffi­ 
culty which does not recognize Ireland’s right 
to absolute separation. 
In America these meB 
are chiefly represented by O’Donovan Rossa, 
John Lfcvoy aud Patrick Fqid. 
They went 


into the Land League for the purpose of cap­ 
turing 
ic—for 
the 
purpose 
of 
turning 
it into a revolutionary organization. Tile 
old Fenian elements, 
the clan na gaol 
elements and the wild, unthinking Soclali-tic, 
Communistic and Nihilistic masses followed. 
Their platform has consisted of denunciations 
of England, claims to the possession of the 
lands of Ireland without compensation to 
present owners, an assertion of the justice and 
legality of nnv methods by which those prin­ 
ciples could be asserted. 
Their weapons have 
been dynamite, 
assassination, intimidation 
and 
hatred of 
everything English. 
To 
these 
men a peaceful 
settlement meant 
political death, 
ii 
Ireland accepted the 
new policy and settled down to the enjoy­ 
ment aud realization of od era of prosperity 
under beneficent laws and a new theory of 
British nae, their occupation was gone; the 
day for rutting their schemes into practical 
operation must be postponed. 
It is possible 
that the extreme wing of this section of the 
Irish people is responsible for the double as­ 
sassination in Dublin, but we trust such will 
not prove to be the case. 
There is another element that will derive 
benefit from the turmoil caused by the mur­ 
ders. 
The landlords have for months been 
foiced to believe that if the government 
a1 aiidoned them they must leave the island. 
This applies chiefly to the smaller owners 
who impose rack-rents and squeeze every 
shilling out of the tenants which the land 
they till produces. 
The failure of a concilia­ 
tory policy would reunite English sentiment 
in favor of coercive measures. 
Coercive 
measures mean protection for the landlords. 
* One of these elements must be responsible 
for the murders of Cavendish and Burke, if 
we are to assume that the? were the work of 
sane mer.. 
Both aie enemies of Ireland. 
Both will derive advantages from the check 
put upon the new policy of the present govern­ 
ment. 
Tho duty of the Land 
League at home 
and in the 
United 
States is 
plain and 
simple. 
It must denounce the assassinations 
openly and earnestly. 
It must give its assis­ 
tance to the authorities in hunting down tho 
butchers and bringing thorn to speedy justice. 
It must proclaim its freedom from auy con­ 
nection with the men who would use assassi­ 
nation as a political weapon. 
It m ust place 
itself squarely 
on 
the 
platform 
which 
it 
has 
always 
told 
the 
world 
it 
occupied—the platform of intelligent agitation 
and free and fair discussion. 
It must re­ 
nounce the men who would import the meth­ 
ods of the Nihilists, who would blacken the 
fair name of Ireland by deeds of blood, who 
would turn back a revolution and block the 
wheels of enlightened progress. 
W hatever 
may be the fate of ministers or cabinets the 
Irish party m ust stand before the world with 
clean hands. 
Assassination has no place in the Irish 
agitation. 
It has no place in the economy of 
modern progress. 
The men who are responsi­ 
ble for it should bo followed to the end of the 
earth; and noue of their pursuers should be 
more vigilant than the loyal sons of Ireland 
who wish their country well and desire to see 
her free, prosperous and happy. 


O U R N A T I O N A L W E A L T H . 


The marvellous growth of the American re­ 
public in wealth aud influence since its estab­ 
lishment has been a subject of universal won­ 
derment, and yet few except those who make 
financial topics a study have any conception of 
the magnitude of the results which have been 
achieved by the industrious people of this 
country. 
As a nation the United States has 
grown rich. 
W hat our forefathers prophecies 
thiR country would be. it is today; its resources 
have been developed as they foresaw they 
would 
be, and we are now a rich 
and 
powerful nation. 
The first half of the present 
century there was a steady growth in popula­ 
tion and an increase in our wealth, but during 
the last half the judicious handling of capital 
bas resulted in a marvellous development of 
our material resources. 
How rich the country 
was in the early years of our history, and the 
rate of the increase of our wealth, is admirably 
set forth in an article in the current number 
of the International Review. 
It seems, ac­ 
cording to the writer, that in spile of the im­ 
mense immigration to our shores the rate of 
the increase of wealth has been in excess of 
that of population. 
In the first place, tho 
only complete valuation of real estate ever 
taken prior to 1850 was in 1798, when it 
showed a total of 5020,000,000. 
In 1850, 
the writer believes, that being the first at­ 
tempt made bv tile gener I government to ob­ 
tain the total valuation, the figures are not 
reliable, but the total assessed valuation of 
the real and personal estate in 18G0 was 
812,084,500,005; in 1870, $14,178,986,- 
732; in 1880, 816.902,755,893. 
The census returns, however, show that the 
total true valuation for 1850 was $7,135,780,- 
228; in 1860. 816,159,616,068; in 1870, 
830,068,518,507; in 1880, $40,000,000,- 
000. Thtse true valuations give one a good idea 
of the wonderful increase of wealth during tho 
last three decades. 
It 
is said that the 
amount of specie is of very little value 
as an indication of 
the 
national wealth. 
Statistics in regard to the specie produc­ 
tion are very vague, but it is interesting 
to note that “Mr. Knox, the comptroller of the 
currency, quotes an old estimate made for the 
year 1776 of 84,000,000. 
For 1791 esti­ 
mates range from 89,000,000 to $16,000,- 
000. 
In 1821 the amount may be given with 
greater confidence as between $18,000,000 
aud $20,000,000. 
An estim ate by Tucker 
places the amount in 1841 at $57,500,000,* 
while in 1879 Mr. 
Burchard 
places the 
amount at $398,541,683, and in 1880 at 
$501,555,711. 
These figures, if they indi­ 
cate anything, show a ratio of increase of 
nearly or quite 5000 per cent, since the begia 
ning of the century.” 
Iii investigating this subject the writer we 
have quoted used as data for his deductions 
the imports and exports, custom-house duties, 
cai ital invested in banking, tonnage employed 
iu foreign trade, etc.; but it must be remem­ 
bered that their average only represents the 
approximate condition of the country’s re­ 
sources. 
From tabular statements we glean 
that from 1800 to 18S0 the expenses of tho 
government increased (the 
round 
figures 
are used) from $10,000,000 to $264,000,000, 
batik capital from $31,000,000 to $060,000,- 
0< 0; 
bank circulation from $10,000,000 
to $343,000,000; net imports from $49,000,- 
000 to $741,000,000; domestic expons from 
$37,000,000 to $833,000,000; custom du­ 
ties from $8,000,000 to $182,000,000; ton­ 
nage employed in American trade from 807 
to 15,240. 
The increase of the expenses of 
(he government from $63,009,000 in 1860 to 
$293,000,000 in 1870 was, of course, due to 
tlie war. 
The following table of approximate 
valuations for the several decades, with the 
decennial rates of increase, the population, its 
rate of increase and the per capita valuation, 
is interesting:

From the above table a good idea of the 
progress we have made as a nation can be 
formed. 
Nor is the country destined to stop 
here. 
Labor-saving machinery is constantly 
being invented, railroad extensions are open­ 
ing new markets for agricultural and manufac­ 
turing p ro d u ce the m ineral resources are 


being developed, I he waste lands of the coun­ 
try are being reclaimed and will soon be peo­ 
pled at the rate of the present immigration, and 
the judicious outlay of capital must have a 
beneficent effect upon our future. 


B L A I N E A N I* ISI. A I It. 


The examination of Senator Blair of New 
Hampshire before the foreign aff irs commit­ 
tee of the Senate confirms the public suspicion 
raised by Blaine’s wriggling, that the Peru­ 
vian company was a huge job, in which un­ 
scrupulous public officials were interested, and 
for whose promotion and successful advance­ 
ment 
they 
were 
prepared 
to use 
their 
high 
positions 
In 
the 
service 
of 
tho 
country. 
It 
is 
on 
record 
that 
Sir. 
Blaine instructed his ministers at Santiago 
and Lima to work for Shipberd’s claim, that 
he sent instructions just about as Mr. Sbip- 
herd wanted him to send them, that he com­ 
municated tho purport of his despatches to 
Mr. Shipberd either personally or through 
counsel, and that he practically made Hie 
settlement of tile Landreiu cl tim by Peru a 
condition precedent to favorable or friendly 
intervention ou the part of the United States. 
Mr. Blair, a senator of the United States, 
sworn to maintain the dignity and honor of his 
country, entered into a conspiracy with a gang 
of speculators and schemers to compromise 
both. 
Ho was retained by Mr. Shipherd with 
a large block of the stock of the Peruvian 
company, the value of which was contingent 
on the success of his own efforts in promoting 
the scheme. 
Ile confesses that the reason he 
was sought out by Mr. Shipherd was not b-cause 
of his ability as a lawyer, but because of bis 
friendship with Mr. James G. Blaine, at that 
time secretary of state. 
The head of the 
Peruvian company wanted to find out what 
the policy of the government was going to be, 
and be hired Mr. Blair to give him the in­ 
formation. 
This was not legitimate work for 
counsel; it was the work of a spy. 
But the 
secretary himself 
did 
not 
seem 
to 
be 
troubled 
about 
bis 
friend’s 
relations 
to the State Department. Ile granted Shipherd 
and Blair 
two Interviews, swallowed the 
whole story told him, with its extravagant 
prospectus, and then, according to Hie sworn 
statem ent 
of 
Senator Blair, revealed the 
secrets 
of 
his diplomatic correspondence, 
“Mr. Blaine,” says the Now Hampshire sena­ 
tor, “communicated to us tho substance of the 
instructions he had given to Minister Hurl- 
but and M inister Kilpatrick.” 
Notonlv was the substance of previous de­ 
spatches explained to the visitors bv the head 
of the State Department, hut the action of the 
government was actually regulated by the 
representations made by Mr. Shipherd at tho 
interview under consideration. 
Mr. Blair tes­ 
tified two days ago: “ The despatch of A u/ust 
4 from thof State Department, having refer­ 
ence 
to the Cachet and Laudreau claims, 
was, 
I 
suppose, 
the 
resuit 
of 
these 
interviews in July.” 
It must lie retnembered 
that Mr. Blair is an unwilling witness in this 
case. Like Mr. Blaine, he has refused re-, 
peatedly to answer questions which touched 
on dangerous ground. 
Bat he has made two 
admissions, as above quoted, which show cou- 
clnsively that there is still much of the real 
scandal that has not vet been reached, aud 
that the committee must dig doeper if it 
would get at the bottom. 
While Mr. Blaiue and his New Hampshire 
friend were plottiug with Mr. Shipherd for the 
pushing of an enormous claim that, if allowed. 
would bankrupt Peru, and lending tile influ­ 
ence of the United States to enrich a crowd of 
speculators, the President of the United States 
was lying on his death-bed. 
Mr. Blaine 
was 
really 
acting 
President. 
He 
was 
pursuing 
a 
policy 
which, 
if 
carried 
to 
its 
logical 
conclusion, 
would involve us in a war with Chili over the 
possession of a few guano pits and nitrate 
beds, in which nobody here except Mr. Ship­ 
herd and those whom he had “let in on tho 
ground floor,” like Mr. Blair and Mr. Blaine, 
had any interest. 
These two men were guilty 
of conspiracy against tile American people; 
they were guilty of a breach of public trust, 
and, instead of trying to discover whether 
any diplomatic agents of the United States 
interested in the Peruvian swindle, Congress 
should shift the rauge of the inquiry and ascer­ 
tain who besides Blaine, Blair, Grant and 
Shipherd were engaged in promoting it here 
and mixing the people of this country up in a 
complication which would lead to national 
shame, while it might lead to their individual 
profit. 
Hie country is anxious to get at the 
whole truth in this affair; only a slight 
glimpse has been afforded yet, aud that has 
whetted the appetite for more. 


B E L O N G ’ S F A T E . 


The tragic story of the fate of the Jeannette 
and its gallant commander, George W ashing­ 
ton De Long, has occui led the attention of the 
public duriug tbe last few days. 
Lieutenant 
Daneuhower’s grave doubts couceruirig De 
Long’s safety Lave been confirmed by tbe 
terse despatch of Engineer Melville, stating 
that he hod found the remaiu9 of the dead 
commander and party and is now searching 
for Lieutenant Chipp’s party. 
The 6tory of the sailors, Noros and Ninder- 
mao, the only survivors of De Long’s boat, is 
a sadly inten sting one. Their leave-taking 
of their unfortunate captain and comrades, 
who were starving and trving to exist upon 
brandy, is very affecting. 
They were directed 
by De Long to return to the party if they 
found game; otherwise they were to go to 
Kumak Surtsa, ana their comrades would 
endeavor to follow later. The Christian char­ 
acter of 
the commander was touchingly 
demonstrated at the parting. 
He read the 
divine service, all the men shook hands with 
them, and tears stood in their eyes. 
“Noros, 
when you get to New York remember me,” 
were tbe farewell words of Collins. 
Hie party had lost all hope, it seems, brit 
they bravely cheered the two men who might 
possibly be the means of succoring them. 
These two sailors are supposed to have crossed 
tbe broad expanse of the Lena Delta, marked 
on tbe map as near Sagasta. 
Engineer Mel­ 
ville, who heard the story of Noros and C in­ 
derman,’ happened to be in charge of the 
searching expedition because 
of an afflic­ 
tion 
of the 
eyes 
which 
had rendered 
Lieutenant Dauenhower incapable 
of as­ 
suming charge. 
According to the latest 
despatches, however, Melville is believed to 
have not followed the directions given him by 
De Long’s emissaries. 
The unfortunate cap­ 
tain and his men were probably not far from 
the place where Noros and his companion had 
left them, and it is said that Nuros offered to 
go himself with Melville on the search, but 
for some reason or other Melville refused his 
assistance. 
A correspondent of the New York Herald at 
Irkutsk says that Noros tolls “a straight 
story,” and that “ the first despatches sent 
from Yakutsk appear to have done injustice to 
Noros and Niuderman, making it appear as if 
they had deserted their comrades, taking the 
boat with them. 
Ib e boat had been aban­ 
doned long before.” 
It is likely that Melville 
will soon be beard from, and then tbe present 
doubt as to whether he has done his duty will 
be cleared up. There are some ugly stories, 
to the effect that he has wasted his time, and 
thereby sealed De Long’s fate. 
It is too early yet to give credence to these 
statements, and sooner or later all the facts 
w ill doubtless be known. 
As it is, the rejoic­ 
ing that occurred when the news readied here 
five months ago that De Long and the party in 
the boat commanded by him had landed at 
the north mouth of tde Lena bas now given 
plato to mourning for his tragic Ute. 
His 
name will be honored in history with those of 
bis predecessors, Sir John Franklin and Sir 
Hugh Willoughby., who also perished in the 


Arctic regions, and his loss will long be 
mourned by his countrymen who knew his 
sterling worth. 


The New York Tiroes, replying to Bob Inger- 
soll’s statement that “if Christianity be true 
Longfellow and Emerson are in hell tonight,” 
says that the distinguished infidel mistakes 
the declarations of fanatics tor the dogmas of 
the ctiurcb.

bands

than 
full in fighting Indians. 
There was no excuse 
for the recommendation made bv the ITesi- 
dent. It was a petty political trick to under­ 
mine a principle vital to the States but incon- 
venieqt for his party, and it failed as it ought. 
The committee on the judiciary has reported 
to the Senate that there is no necessity for 
further legislation, and that the President has 
ample power under existing laws to put down 
the lawlessness in Arizona referred to in bis 
message. 
It Degins to look as though Presi­ 
d e d A rthur needs a great deal of watching.

D aybreak was 
stea lin g so ftly over th e bills and valleys, and it 
was n ot yet lig h t In th e w oods when Ew en pushed 
forw ard to assa u lt th e Federals.
